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HISTORY OF THE COLORED ORPHANAGE 
OF NORTH CAROLINA 


In August, 1882, The Colored Orphanage Association was formed 
in Henderson, North Carolina, by members of the Shiloh and Wake 
Associations. The idea was presented by Dr. Augustus Shepard, who 
noticed during his travel throughout the state the large number of 
homeless, neglected children. 


At a later meeting the Association set out to find a suitable 
location for the prospective orphan home. Many difficulties were 
encountered and in October, 1883, a farm of twenty-three acres 
located one and one-half miles from Oxford, on the Raleigh Road, was 
obtained for $1565.00. One-half of the price was paid at the time 
possession was given. The Orphanage was named the “Grant Colored 
Asylum.”’ 


The Grant Orphanage Asylum ceased to exist in 1887 when “The 
Colored Orphanage Asylum of N. C.” was incorporated. The members 
of the board were Rev. Augustus Shepard, Rev. Joshua Perry, Rev. W. 
A. Patillo, Rev. Isaac Alston, Rev. J. W. Levy, Mr. M. F. Thornton, 
Mr. H. E. Long, Mr. Henry Hester and Honorable H. P. Cheatham. 


The Orphanage was incorporated as a non-denominational insti- 
tution to receive children deprived of their parents and means of sup- 
port, and to train them along religious, moral and industrial lines in 
order to fit them for useful law-abiding citizens. 


When the Orphanage was known as the “Grant Orphanage” Rev. 
Joshua Perry was elected its first superintendent and Rev. W. A. Pa- 
tillo was named General Agent. The Rev. Perry served for one year 
and was succeeded by Miss Bessie Hockin, a Canadian woman, who 
served from 1884 to 1886. Miss Hockin not only served without salary, 
but also donated her furniture to the orphan home. She had no income 
of her own and lived only by faith. It was during that time that Mr. 
Henry Hester, of Oxford, volunteered to pay all bills contracted in 
providing food for the orphans. Mr. Hester acted as treasurer of the 
Orphanage until his death in 1901. 

Rev. W. A. Patillo served as superintendent for the year 1886- 
1887. It was during his administration that Mrs. Adline Cogwell be- 
came connected with the institution as matron. Mrs. Cogwell not only 
received no pay, but worked to help support the children of the insti- 
tution. 

In 1887 the Board of Directors elected Rev. Robert Shepard super- 
intendent without promise of remuneration. Rev. M. C. Ranson gave 
board to the new superintendent until a three-room house could be en- 
larged. The enlarged building served as the superintendent’s home, 
boys’ dormitory, dining room and kitchen. A few years later a girls’ 
dormitory was built, and near it a laundry building was built. 


According to data received from the superintendent’s report of 
1902-1903, a forty-four acre farm was purchased in 1895 at the cost of 
$1,440; a little later an adjoining lot of four acres was bought. In 1898 
one acre of land located directly in front of the Orphanage property 
was bought. On this land a home for the superintendent was erected. 
It was a frame structure consisting of nine rooms. A small store room 
in the home was used for storage of clothing. Shoes were kept in an 
outhouse located in the yard of the superintendent’s home. A few years 
later a donation of three acres of land, on which was located a well- 
built house, was gratefully received. There were on hand numerous 
applications for admittance that had been deferred because of lack of 
space. On Thanksgiving Day, 1903, twenty young children and a ma- 
tron moved into this new home, since space was made available for the 
new children. 
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Donations from Mr. B. N. Duke, churches, associations and frater- 
nal orders were received yearly. Produce from the farm supplied the 
table, and cotton and corn were grown for the market. The proceeds 
from these sales helped greatly in meeting current obligations. The 
legislature of the State of North Carolina appropriated $5,000 yearly 
to the institution. This amount was increased to $10,000 during Rev. 
Shepard’s administration. Rev. Shepard resigned his position at Ox- 
ford in 1903 in order to help with the establishment of the Orphanage 
in Forsyth County near Winston-Salem, North Carolina. 


Mr. H. P. Cheatham, ex-congressman and a member of the origi- 
nal board of incorporators, succeeded Rev. Shepard as superintendent. 
Mr. Cheatham served as superintendent from 1907-1935. In keeping 
with progressive ideas brick buildings were constructed during his ad- 
minstration to replace the original frame buildings. The bricks were 
made on the Orphanage grounds by the boys. The buildings erected 
were a boy’s dormitory, girl’s dormitory, chapel, dining room, laundry 
and dormitory for small boys. The Angier B. Duke School and Office 
Building was erected during this time, a gift of Mr. B. N. Duke. The 
farm acreage was increased until it reached the size of 400 acres. 


The Orphanage was re-incorporated in 1927 under the name “The 
Colored Orphanage of North Carolina.” The following were named to 
the board of directors: M. F. Thornton, M. C. Ranson, J. W. Levy, J. 
C. Jeffries, J. E. Shepard, N. A. Cheek, Alex. Peace, G. C. Shaw. 


Under the act of re-incorporation it was authorized that the Gov- 
ernor of North Carolina would appoint five white men of Granville 
County as members of the board of directors. 


In 19385 Mr. H. P. Cheatham died, and his son, Charles, succeeded 
him as superintendent. Mr. Charles Cheatham served for two years. 
At the end of the period he resigned to accept work in a northern city. 


Mr. T. K. Borders was elected superintendent in February, 1937. 
His program emphasized the improvement of living conditions; special 
attention was given to health, diet, discipline and play. During the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Borders many improvements were made in the 
physical plant, among which may be mentioned the installation of a 
heating plant in the boy’s dormitory, addition of a washing machine 
and also a sewer connection with the main sewer system of the city of 
Oxford. On October 15, 1940, Superintendent Borders died. The Or- 
phanage was directed by its Assistant Superintendent, Mr. C. A. Al- 
ston, until March 1, 1941, when Mr. T. A. Hamme was elected super- 
intendent. 

Mr. Hamme found at the Colored Orphanage a definite need for 
continued physical and culture improvements and the development of 
a definite vocational and recreational program. During his administra- 
tion considerable progress was made along these lines, and efforts 
were made to have the institution meet standards set by other educa- 
tional institutions of the State. Buildings were screened and the in. 
teriors renovated. A new modern dairy barn, stable, shop and super- 
intendent’s home were erected. 


In 1946 a special financial campaign was begun to secure funds 
for an expansion program which included remodeling of the girl’s 
dormitory, new boys’ dormitory, vocational building, girls’ cottage and 
infirmary. 

The loss of the boys’ dormitory by fire on March 20, 1948, neces- 
sitated the use of all available funds to replace the buildings. This 
dormitory was known as the Robert Shepard Building. The citizens ot 
the entire State of North Carolina and elsewhere contributed their 
finances to make possible the new Robert Shepard Building, which 
' has been in use since 1949. 
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Emphasis has been placed on the development of the individual 
child to his fullest potentialities. A scholarship fund has been estab- 
ished by Robert Shepard, Oxford mortican, to enable those children 
who have ability to continue their training above the high school level. 
Under this program ten children have completed courses of study be- 
yond the High School level. 

There have been improvements made in the establishment of a 
well-rounded vocational program. The Carver Vocational Building, 
given by the New Farmers of America, was put in use in 1950. The 
boys are taught shoe repairing, farming, dairying, general repairing 
and care of the lawns. This training is given through work experience. 

The development of a full time sewing department greatly reduc- 
ed the cost of clothing and furnishes the main part of the vocational 
training for girls. In addition, the girls are taught laundrying, cook- 
ing, and general housekeeping. 

Though there has been no full-time director of recreational ac- 
tivities, there is a realization of the important part that this activity 
plays in the child’s growth. More opportunities for play and socializ- 
ing minimize the behavior problems of the group. The program is in a 
stage of development, and at the present time free play, movies, buss 
rides, outings, ball games, Boy Scout programs, band and choral activ- 
ities are the main recreational features. 


On April 15, 1951, Superintendent Hamme died. D. O. Leatherberry 
was appointed by the Board of Directors as acting Superintendent un- 
til August 31, at which time Reverend T. H. Brooks was elected Sup- 
erintendent and began his duties September 1, 1951. The steady pro- 
gress of the past decade is being continued with emphasis on all needs 
of the children. 

The present objective of the Orphanage is to provide physical 
care, individual understanding of the child and his problems, and to 
give training to enable the child to become an asset to the society in 
which he must live. Consequently, greater care is given to the selec- 
tion of children in order to reduce the number of unhealthy and men- 
tal defectives that have been frequently admitted. The children’s 
health has been very good, accentuated by the fact that there have 
been no deaths or serious illnesses for a number of years. 

The Institution is continuing to expand its facilities in the effort 
to meet the ever increasing need for its services in keeping with pre- 
sent day trends. Approximately $75,000.00 has been raised and spent 
for improvements of a permanent nature during the administration of 
Reverend Brooks. The following lists a few of such accomplishments: 
New and modern bathrooms in the girls’ dormitory, new heating 
plants in school building, girls’ dormitory and little boys’ dormitory; 
complete renovation of Cheatham Building which houses the auditor- 
ium and dining room; complete renovation of little boys dormitory 
and Angier B. Duke School Building and the building of a freezer 
locker. The Annie Rogers Cottage has been rebuilt and provides hous- 
ing for a staff member. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


Dr. E. E. TONEY, Chairman, 


Members of the Board of Directors of the Colored Orphanage of 
North Carolina: 


GREETINGS: 


I hereby submit to you the annual report of the Colored Orphan- 
age of North Carolina for the fiscal year of July 1, 1957 through 
June 30, 1958. 


Our net contributions for the past year amounted to $33,069.61; 
details will be found in the financial summary. We are grateful for 
the continuous support of friends and for their confidence thus ex- 
pressed in our program. Two unrestricted bequest from the wills of 
late friends added $1,003.40 to our trust fund. The late Mrs. Annie 
T. Pittman Wright of Nash County left $753.40 to this institution 
and the late Mr. Sherman C. Abernathy of Asheville $250.00. 


During the past year we have emphasized improving our living 
conditions and the opportunities afforded the children in our care 
for a well-rounded life. The overall renovation job of the dormitory 
housing smaller boys was completed at a cost of $12,219.22; and the 
rebuilding of the Annie Rogers Cottage was completed at $6,458.78. 
The total expended for these and other improvements was $32,226.78. 
Included in this amount was $1,000.00 for the purchase of seven acres 
of land south of the Oxford by-pass, provided unbroken property lines 
on both sides of this highway. 


The past winter’s severe weather caused many problems in con- 
nection with heating plants and water mains. However, we came 
through the winter without severe damage and our furnaces have all 
been conditioned for future operation. 


Our campus roads went to pieces so badly we requested aid in 
their upkeep from the State Highway Commission. Our appeal result- 
ed in their being taken over by the State Highway Commission on con- 
dition that the state will be reimbursed by us for such materials as 
may have to be purchased for upkeep of the roads. 


After serving for almost thirty (80) years as the institution’s 
physician, Dr. W. N. Thomas has resigned due to having accepted the 
position of County Health Officer. As the result of Dr. Thomas’ co- 
operation, and that of the staff at the Granville County Health De- 
partment, we now have health certificates for all members of our 
staff. The position of institutional physician has been accepted by Dr. 
Rives W. Taylor. We sincerely regret the loss of Dr. Thomas’ services 
but feel that our professional needs in the medical field will be well 
cared for by Dr. Taylor who has always rendered helpful attention 
when needed. 

A valuable service was rendered by two graduate students in the 
University of North Carolina School of Public Health. Doctor Ann B. 
Lane and Laura Ross-Venning made a survey of the health services 
provided for our students. The report of this survey has been studied 
by Dr. Thomas and will be made available to Dr. Taylor. We would 
be happy to have members of the board read the report at their con- 
venience. One of the facts revealed by this study was the need for 
improved recreational facilities.

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ACTIVITIES 


REVEREND T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


In many instances, especially as relates to a long-range program 
which involves child development, some of the results are readily dis- 
cernible. The one area in which this is most particularly true is that 
of deportment or child-behavior. During the year 1956-57 the entire 
personnel of the institution was privileged to attend an in-service 
training institute in which great emphasis was placed on all facts 
dealing with parent-child relationships in orphanages and boarding 
homes. The panelists were expert in their particular fields and there- 
fore all problems presented were very ably analyzed through group 
discussion. Today, just a year later, it is very evident that many of 
the conclusions reached in the institute were of sound logic. This is 
evidenced in the obvious improvement of child-morale with distinct 
emphasis upon the nearly total absence of disciplinary problems as 
contrasted with the prior years. It is hoped that the results obtained 
from the institute will justify the continuation of this particular phase 
of our professional improvement program. 

The year just past was a very good one for our band. We filled 
several engagements for concerts and parades, both local and out-of- 
town. There were, however, a considerable loss of the advanced mem- 
bers due to graduation and general releases. These loses were filled 
by replacements from the beginners group. Our main need at present, 
as concerns the band, is new instruments. This includes cornets, trom- 
bones, baritone horns, saxaphones and clarinets. 

We wish to thank all our friends and co-workers for their help 
in making the year a successful one.

Our motto in the sewing department is “Make use of what you 
have.” In closing another year, we have tried to make use of what we 
had. 

The sewing room and the work done in it are of great importance 
to the life of the institution. Here our girls are taught the importance 
of taking care of and making their own clothing. With the numerous 
articles donated, our job has been a constant one in order to utilize 
every article. By this gesture we have been able to reduce our cloth- 
ing expense. We have in our department seven electric machines. This 
year two of the three heavy duty power machines were added. With 
the addition of these three machines, our work has progressed and 
improved greatly. We have also added an ironing board, steam iron, 
fitting form and pinking shears. These articles play important parts 
in our clothing department. 

Operating a home is within itself a problem. With many different 
families combined as one the problems of clothing is very important.

DIETITIAN’S REPORT 


REVEREND T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


The greatest of care is used in the preparation and serving of 
food in the dining room. 


To facilitate the growth and development of the children’s bodies, 
ample food is provided. 


From our farm we secure fresh fruits, vegetables, beef and pork. 
Our milk is supplied daily by the dairy herd. 


In that most of our food is produced here on the farm, our girls 
receive experience in planning and preparing meals the year around, 
During the summer months they are taught food preservation through 
the canning of fruits, vegetables, and meats, some of which are stored 
in our deep freeze unit. 

We strive hard to make our youth cognizant of the fact that 
“Cleanliness is next to Godliness” and that well fed boys and girls 
make for a healthier and stronger world. 


The following foods were preserved and served: 


49,000 lbs. of pork 
890 lbs. of veal 
3,600 lbs. of beef 
1,480 lbs. of sausage 
1,200 lbs of lard 
280 lbs. of butter 
700 gallons of string beans 
155 gallons of lima beans 
135 gallons of squash 
75 gallons of collards 
260 gallons of turnip greens 
150 gallons of green peas 
180 gallons of apple sauce 
90 gallons of peaches and pears 
110 gallons of preserves 
160 gallons of jelly 


During the past year we averaged 513 meals daily. This does not 
include meals served to visiting groups on special occasions. 

We wish to use this opportunity to express our thanks to every- 
one who helped to make this year’s program a grand success. May we 
solicit your help for the ensuing year.

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FARM REPORT 


REVEREND T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 

The year of 1957 was a successful one for the farm and dairy. 
The crops grown were: corn, tobacco, hay, vegetables, potatoes, fruits, 
and melons. 

The hay and corn crops were better than they had been for a 
number of years. The potato crop exceeded the 1956 crop by 200 
bushels. 

We had all the fresh vegetables that we needed for the table and 
some left over to put into the freezer locker. Forty-four hogs were 
killed which gave us about 9,000 pounds of meat. 

In operating the dairy the milk production was much greater than 
last year. Twelve cows and veals were butchered for use at the insti- 
tution. The herd consists of 20 cows, 7 heifers and 5 veals. 


We have on the farm one new tractor and a manure spreader 
along with other valuable tools which have helped to hasten the opera- 
tion of the farm with less manual labor. 


Last spring we seeded twelve acres of permanent pasture to 
Ladino clover and orchard grass. We expect to continue this program 
each year until we have adequate pasture for grazing our herd. 

Much appreciation is extended to the personnel for their co-opera- 
tion in making this a most successful year for the farming department.

Our plans were to develop the skill of barbering. We have gone a long 
way in that direction. 


First, the students were taught the use of each instrument; second, 
the theory of sterilization of instruments; and, third, the practical 
work of barbering. All of the boys at the institution profit by this 
program in that they report to the shop for regular haircuts. The 
shop operates two nights each week—Tuesday and Thursday. 


In addition to serving the needs of the boys of the institution, 
this department offers vocational training and inspiration. Students 
leaving the Orphanage have gone into the field of barbering, some 
eventually owning their businesses. 
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We appreciate the cooperation of everyone in making the work 


here successful during the past year.

ANGIER B. DUKE SCHOOL 


REVEREND T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


We are happy to report the work of another successful year. We 
enrolled 332 children, of which 123 were children from the orphanage. 
With this large enrollment and only nine teachers, some careful plan- 
ning had to be done in order to carry out the instructional program. 
The quality of an instructional program of any school is a direct re- 
flection of the ability, vision and resourcefulness of its teachers. There- 
fore, each teacher studied her children carefully to find their abilities, 
needs and interests with the hope of providing for each child experi- 
ences in all of the major areas of living. A good job was done. We 
watched each child grow according to his needs, interests and abilities. 
Every child, teacher and many of the parents had some share in the 
thinking and planning. 

The following clubs were organized: School Boys’ Safety Patrol, 
Student Council and Athletic Club. In the athletic club we had organ- 
ized basketball, football, volley ball and softball teams. Through their 
games the children learned the value of true sportsmanship. Through 
the activities of the Safety Patrol and Student Council, better under- 
standing, better spirit and cooperation between students and faculty 
were established. It also helped to establish more interest in school 
work, greater school spirit and school pride. 


The following programs were a credit to the school: The Christ- 
mas cantata, the Easter play, the “Schools on Parade” over Radio 
Station WOXF, the commencement operetta and the eighth grade 
closing exercises. 

The eighth grade class was an unusual class in many respects. 
It was unusually small, twenty-three members, unusually active in the 
school program, and had many unusual students in the class. There 
were two artists, one typist, three orators, and one who played well 
three band instruments. 

The rhythm band and choral group were also credits to the school. 


This year we recognized the need for a more adequate audio- 
visual program as a medium to improve learning. The teachers 
branched out from a “talk and read” routine of teaching to teaching 
methods rich in multisenory methods and materials. As a result, better 
learning and growing on the part of all children were evident. 

The president of the Parent-Teacher Association, Mrs. J. H. Mc- 
Dougle, was able to bring parents into a constructive relationship 
with the school program. This helped to insure more sympathetic and 
intelligent guidance on the part of both home and school than was 
likely to result if parents had not been made partners in the task of 
initiating the school program. 

We should like to thank the Reverend T. H. Brooks, Superinten- 
dent of the Orphanage for providing a healthful, livable, attractive 
school environment. An environment which helped to provide an op- 
portunity to instill habits which will have value througout life. 

We want to thank Mrs. M. W. Gant, our city supervisor, for sup- 
plying the leadership which helped the staff to improve the instruc- 
tional situation and in doing that, to grow professionally themselves. 

We want to thank Mr. C. W. Duggins, Superintendent of City 
Schools, for providing adequate instructional materials to facilitate 
normal growth and continuous progress among the children. 
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And, last but not least, we wish to thank each parent for her faith 
and confidence in our school program and for sending her children to 


school regularly.

The records of the Institution are carried on a cash basis; however, 
this balance sheet is prepared on an accrual basis. 


Attached hereto, as Schedule B-3, is a statement of the budget 
operations for the fisal year ended June 30, 1958. Revenue exceeded 
the estimated amount in the sum of $5,682.76, while the expenditures 
exceeded the estimated amount in the sum of $7,597.93. 


A summary statement of comparative receipts and costs of the 
Maintenance Fund for the two fiscal years ended June 30, 1957 and 
June 30, 1958, is attached hereto, as Schedule B-4. 


The per capita cost for the year under review amounted to 
$735.56, as compared with $664.31, for the preceding year and is so 
Shown on Schedule B-5, attached hereto. 


The nominal profit from the Farm, Garden and Dairy operations 
amounted to $15,916.76, as shown on Schedule B-6, attached hereto. 
This statement was prepared from data given us by the management, 
and the quantities and prices were accepted by us without verification, 


Attached hereto, as Exhibit “C” is a statement of the Capital 
Assets amounting to $550,750.00. The valuations placed on the Capital 
Assets were estimated and arrived at by inspecting the policies of in- 
Surance coverage and other data and information obtained from the 
Superintendent and members of the Executive Committee of the Board 
of Directors. These valuations are subject to future appraisal and 
changes the Board of Directors may deem advisable to make. 


Exhibit “D”, attached hereto, is a statement of the Trust Funds, 
which we believe to be self-explanatory. During the year under re- 
view, the Orphanage was recipient of two bequests under the wills of 
Annie T. Pittman Wright in the amount of $753.40, and Sherman 
C. Abernathy in the amount of $250.00, and was given the Orphanage 
without restrictions. These bequest were placed in J. G. G. Trust Fund. 


Operations within the Scholarship Fund are shown on Schedules 
D-1 and D-2, attached hereto. There remained in this fund at June 
30, 1958, an unexpended cash balance of $1,882.40. This fund was 
created in the fiscal year 1943-44. The purpose of this fund was to 
aid high school graduates of the institution in defraying college ex- 
penses. The advances made from this fund for that purpose are re- 
payable at the pleasure of the parties to whom advances have been 
made. Outstanding advances at June 30, 1958, amounted to $15,579.56, 
and are so shown on Schedule D-2 attacher hereto. 


GENERAL 


__ Our audit consisted of an examination of the cash receipts and 
disbursement records. However, we did not examine in detail every 
financial transaction recorded in the records during the year under 
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review. We verified the receipts as shown on the records of the In- 
stitution with the respective depositories. All disbursements were 
evidenced by properly executed checks, on which the endorsements 
appeared in order. We reconciled the cash balances at June 30, 1958, 
with the respective depositories and found same in agreement with the 
records of the institution. 


The Imprest Cash Fund and the Children’s Cash fund were 
properly accounted for. We examined by inspection and count the as- 
sets comprising the Trust Funds. 

No inventories of food and supplies at June 30, 1958, were taken 
into consideration in this audit, as we assumed there would be little 
difference in the beginning and ending inventories. 

All Exhibits and Schedules included in this audit report not re- 
ferred to, we believe to be self-explanatory. 


We acknowledge with appreciation, the cooperation extended us 


by the personnel of the Institution during the course of our exanina- 
tion.
